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Therefore to avoid ſuch objections, I 
have directed the order of the words in 
conſtruction, by figures affixed to each 
word, ſo as neither to interrupt the read- 
ing, nor ſwell the bulk, nor perplex the 
ſcholar, nor divert his attention from the 
beauties of the author: and wherever it 
appears needful to conſult a maſter, the 
difficulty is explained and cleared up by 
an intelligihle note at the bottom of the 
page. Nor can there be any thing more 
required in the inſtruction of a ſcholar : 
For to what purpoſe is he firſt taught his 
Parts of Speech, Genders and Declenſions 
of Nouns, Conjugation of Verbs, the Ac- 
J cidents of the Variable words, and the 
_ [WF Government or dependance, which one 
word in a ſentence has upon another ;'as 
he ought to be, before this or any other 
Latin author is put into his hands; if it 
mult ſtill be neceſſary for him to have an 
Index or Vocabulary to teach him the ſame 
thing? So that a Grammar and Dictionary 
(which every learner of Latin muſt have) 
are all the requiſites neceſſary for ſuch a 
one to attain to the underſtanding. of this
